Nexve StRetouina, 


Many people think of the nervos as somo- 
thing Intangible, somewhat as they think of 
nervous diseasos, a8 mainly imaginary, and 
have little sympathy with tho sofferer, Bat 
tho lattor are terribly real, andthe former 
are quite as substantial as the blood-veasels, 
and, like them, the larger ones are sur- 
rounded by tough elastic walls, 

Their cflice ie two-fold; to communicate 
sensation frem the circumference to tho 
centre, and force from the centre to the cir- 
cumference, 

No part of the system is so frequently 
and variously diseased, but the disease may 
be of such a character as not to show at all 
to the eye ; or the aoutest pain may moan 
only that the nerve is pressed on and Irrl- 
tated by some hidden cause, as when tho 
bony canal through which a nervo Issues, is 
unduly narrowed by age, or as whon rheu- 
matism enlarges the bony matter of a joint. 
In euch cases, as the cause fs permanent, no 
medfoine can effeot a cure. 

Years ago, the plan was adopted of sever- 
ing the painful nerve, but as the nerve soon 
grows together agaln, the rellof is but tem- 
porary, Then the plan was Improved upon 
by cutting outa considerable portion of the 
nerve, A more durable rellof was obtained, 
but we have the impression that it tended 
to the disintegration of thenerve. Finally, 
it was found that the nerve could be render- 
ed insensible by forcible atrotching, 

The sciatic nerve is the largest in the 
body, It issues frm the network of nerves 
near the end of the spinal cord, and is 
distributed to the muscles of the body. 
The following case illustrates rellef by 
atretching, 

The patfent’s pain was a0 severe and con- 


atant that he was confined to the bed most 


of the time after admission to the hospital,

HOUSEHOLD. 


Ruvparpin Season —Rhubarb is scarcely 

#9 much appreciated as it deserves to be 
Rhubarb tart, rhubarb pudding, rhubarb 
fool, are the threo varieties the ordinary 
housekeeper seldom ventures beyond, and 
yot thore are #0 many other ways in whioh 
it may be utilized, Perhaps thoy aro not 
known, or at any rato not thought of, #0 
we can give a fow reolper, merely saying 
beforehand that however excollent and use 
fal it may be, rhubarb would bo out of 
place at any bat the family dioner, with the 
exception, perhaps of thopretty pink fe roed 
rhabarb, which,when It firat comes in in the 
very oarly spring, ie considered a delicacy, 

Ruonare JELLY.—Cat upas much as will 
fill two qaurt mexeures, having previously 
pecled it ; the plok kind is the beet for jelly. 
Pat it in » pudding basin with ten ounces of 
sugar and a teaoupful of water, Pat a plate 
over it and letit stand ia the oven until the 
jalce is all drawn out, Then strain it and 
dissolve an ounce of gelatine In half a pint 
ef the juice, and the rind of a lemon very 
thinly peeled, also the jutce, and let all boil 
together for a minute or two; take out the 
lemon peel and peur the jelly into the mold 
Previously dipped in worm water, Lot it 
stand until cold and firm, either on ice or 
otherwise, 

Ruvunars Fritters —Peel young rhubarb 
and ont the stalks into lengths of about two 
or two and a half inches, Make a batter by 
mixing six large tablespoonfuls of flour with 
8 plot of milk as smoothly as possible ; add 
a pinch of salt and two well-boaten oggs. 
If the rhubarb be Nery young and tender it 
may not require peeling; it would then be 
sufficient to wipe each piece with a damp, 
clean oleth ; dip each plece in a batter and 
fry in lard until a nice golden brown, Serve 
very hot, piled bigh on a napkin, and well 
powdered over with castor sugar, Half this 
quantity would be enough for 4 small dish. 

Ruvpars Baked Popping —Well butter 
& ple dish and line the bottom andeldes with 
slices of thin bread and outter; moisten 
those at the bottom of the dish by eprink- 
ling a little hot water over them; over 
thege put a layer of rhubarb cut into small 
pieces ; scatter moist sugar over the rhubar > 
and grate some of the rind from a fresh lemoo 
over the sugar; then add another layer of 
bread and butter and sprinkle a teaspoonful 
of hot water over them and repeat the rhu- 
barb, sugar and lemon; finish by covering 
the top with bread and butter, slightly 
molatening it.as before ; rcattera very little 
of the moist sugar all over the pudding and 
add little bits of buttor here and there above 
the sugar, as wellas round the edge of the 
dish, Bake In rather a slow oven at first, 
and send it totable nicely browned. 


Ruavzare SNow Tart —Peel and cut up 
half a dozen stalke ot rhubarb into small 
pieces, put itina pudding basin, with jxst 
enough water to moisten it, ooverit with 
& plate, and pour it Into the oven until soft, 
These may be rade either in open tart tins 
or in a pie dish; for the latter all the julce 
should be used, but for tart tins it weuid bo 
necessary to pour some of it off. When the 
rhubarb fs soft enough let it staud to cool 
for a few minutes and then add six ounces 
of moist sugar, the grated rind of a lemon, 
and the yelks ef three well-beaten eggs. 
Stir well together, and having lined the tins 
with poff paste, fill them with the mixture, 
and bake them until they take a like golden 
color, Whip the whites of the three oggs 
to astiff froth, ehaking In four good tea- 
spoonfuls of finely powdered sugar, and 
adding a few drops of vanilla flavoring. 
Pile this froth high on the tarts, and set 
them again In the oven fer a minute or two 
to set; directly the snow begins to take a 
delicate pale-cream color the tarts are done, 
and should be served at once, 


RuvpaArs FLuMMERY.—Peel and cut up 
twe or three pounde of rhubarb, put it in 
4 basin with a little cold water, not enough 
to qaite cover It, placs a plate over the top, 
and set it in the oven till soft, Soak half 
an ounce of gelatine in three or four table- 
spoonfuls of water, and, having strained the 
juloe from the rhubarb, pa the jaice into a 
stewpan with the melted gelatine and stir 
it until quite dissolved. With a wooden 
spoon rub the softened rhubarb through a 
sieve, mix this with the gelatine, add six 
tablespoonfuls of thick cream, stirring In as 
muoh powdered sugaras may make it sweet 
enough—probably six or elght ounces, Set 
this on the fire again to warm, but on no 
account let It boll, and stirring it all tho 
time, When hot turn it Into a mold or 
basin dipped In cold water, and let it stand 
till set. Serve in a glass dish with oustard 
round it, 


Comrore or RxavsAws:—Pink rhubarb 
should be used for this, and the younger 
the better, as It ls so much better in apper- 
ance when not peeled, and unless quite 
young the outer skin would not be tender 
enough to be left. Wipe the stalks with a 
damp cloth, and cut them into two anda 
halfinch lengths, Toa pound anda half 
of rhubarb allow nine ounces of loaf sugar, 
Let the sugar simmer ina teaoupfol and a 
half of water!for » quarter of an hour, and 
then put the pleces of rhubarb Into it to 
boil very gently at tho wide of the fire until 
tender, being careful that they do not 
broak, Whon soft lift them ont of the sirup 
with a po:f rated spoon and place thom in a 
glass deh. Let the sirup continue boiling 
for a little while longer to thicken, then 
pour It into a basin to oool, and color It with 
a fow drops of cochineal, Pour this pink 
sirup over the pleces of rhubarb when It ts 
roady to serve.

If London Were Captured. 

Napoleon enunolated thieas a military 
principle in hts refl:ctions at St, Helena, 
Giving his reasons, and attributing his rapid 
conquests of Austria, Prussia and Spain to 
the defenseless state of their capitals, and 
the loss of hisown kingdom ia 1814 to the 
same defect, In the war between Prussia 
and Austria in 1866 the latter power made 
peace when the capture of Vienna beoame 
almost Inevitable. When the French and 
Germans fell ont in 1870 the French ory 
was “a Borlin;” and the German hosts 
having cleared the French fisld armies out 
of the way fastened thelr grip on Parls as 
the vital point, The enormous development 
of the German force, and the long contin- 
ued ecoupation of the country before thay 
could force the olty to surrender to blook- 
ade, afforda measure of the advantage of 
fortifying a oapital asa moans of prevent- 
fog an attack uponit, The Crimean war 
and the Italian war of 1859 might seem ex- 
ceptions to the rule that the capital is the 
vital point, but they are not. The first was 
undertaken asa means of preventing Ras- 
sla from taking or threatening the capital of 
Tarkey, which is, besides, a most important 
strategio polat, The second was in a sense 
a local war for au outlying province of Aus- 
tria, la which that State was not Itself in- 
vaded at all; nevertheless, the oapture of 
the oapital of Lombardy was followed by the 
evacuation ot that province by Austria, and 
Solferlno was only necessary to prevent 
her attempting to recover it, Napcleon de- 
soribed his designs in these words: ‘A la 
verite jo n'allias pas soumottre et ocoupor 
comme Oosar la fisre Albion, j’allais ruiner 
sos chautiers, ses argenaux, ses manufactures 
* * * il ne me fallait que trois semaines 
pour oporer ladesoonte, entrer dans Londres, 
ruiner les chantiers, et detruire las arsenaux 
de Portsmouth et Plymonth,” London, be- 
sides being our commerolal and social centre

A Napoleon of Swindlers. 


A Vermont man named Plymouth White 
died in that State last week who firat and 
last in thirty years made $1,500,000 on o 
capital of a gentle winning manner and an 
appearance of entire frankness, 

He bogan his oareer in his native State by 
buying great quantities of land with worth- 
less notes ; mortgaging the land and then 
rotiring to New York where he began a re« 
gular business of swindling by borrowing 
money on gold dust and nuggets which he 
did not own, When hoe was at last lodged 
in jail he persuaded an under sheriff to ad- 
vance him $300,000 to buy diamonds ata 
great sacrifice, of which amount he finally 
robbed the depaty of $50,000, He even in- 
duced the tender-hearted jailer to let him 
out of jailin order to engage in this enter- 
prise, He never came back, 

Hoe went to Louisiana and helped to count 
in rackard as Governor, but the people 
there having no money to lend, he was 
forced into honest industry. He started 
the ralsing of chickens on an island off the 
Texas coast, but a storm drowned ont his 
10,000 fowls, and so he deolded that honesty 
was not the best policy, He robbed his 
partners and creditors of $175,000 In a dry 
goods business at Donvor, leaving a lot of 
empty dry goods boxes asthe only asset. 
He often made his loaners believe him the 
soul of honor by paying back their borrowed 
money with money borrowed from othera 
whom he did not pay. 

He had two or three wives at once, cele- 
brating his marriage to the first one by 
awindling her brother and sister out of $50,- 
000, His wives never knew of his orooked- 
ness ; when he was in jail he made them be- 
Meve he was away on a business trip, Hoe 
borrowed $50,000 as security of one man on 
asolemn promise not to cash the cheoks. 
He promptly cashed them, and then laughed 
at his victim, Thirty years afterwards he 
called on the man he had thus duped, asked 
and obtained not only forglyenoss, but $3,- 
000 more—the savings of years—giving him 
as security a blue envelope on condition 
that the envelope should not be opened for 
two months, Strange to say, his former 
dupe agreed to this condition, The securl- 
ties were found to be worthless, For this 
White had to spend three, years in Sing 
Sing, not, however, until he had been once 
released on false bail.

France and Germany. 


No sooner Is one oause of internation- 
al complication in Europe removed than 
another presenta iteelf for diplomatic or 
armed settlement, Yesterday !t was Greece 
that threatened the concert ofthe powers; 
to day it is France and Gormany, Though 
the uloer, the creation of tho war of 1870, of 
these two nations has been superficially 
ekinned and filmed, the rank corraption of 
the wound still infects the blood of both 
parties to the late quarrel. 

A Inte oablegram from Borlin saya that 
the outgivings of the Chaavinistlo French 
offiolals and journals are creatlog attention. 
and adverse comment to German political 
and official olrcles, When the seoretary of 
war for France, In a speech at the Mili 
academy, eays that ‘tho tricolor that h 
waved in so many battles would surely find 
new glory very soon,’ aad whon the mayor 
ot Chalons publicly ssys that ‘* the tine was 
approaching when France would demand 
her rights,” it Is not surprising that the Ger- 
man government should prick up its cars at 
thesound of these evidences of a coming 
confilot, Certainly the natural inference in 
Germany would be that the wagging of 
these loose tongues is not altogether an- 
pleasing to the powers that be in Franoe. 

Bat there are atill other indications whick 
to the German mind clearly indicate that 
something out of the ordioary political or- 
der ts on foot in the nelghboriog republic, 
Thus, the Bank of France has uf late beer 
accumulating an enormous store of gold, in 
face of the fact that the commercial ex- 
changes are adverse tohor, The amount at 
latest mail dates was $232 500 000, and of 
specie of both kinds $455 000 000, while the 
entire note circulation was but $567 000,000, 
or about 14 per cont, over the amount held 
in speole, This vast acoumalation of specie 
onan uncommoerolal basis is attributed to 
one of three causes, The firat Is the fear 
existing in Paris that a quarrel is about to 
be fixed on France by Germany ; the sscona 
that the objeot Is to enable France to threat~ 
en the demonet!z stlon of silver; the third is 
a wide-spread apprchension on the part of 
French ocapltalists of impending intornel 
troubles. Xow, given the ficat and third of 
these causes for this specie scoumulation, 
and {It will be seen that its object is propar~ 
ation for war; while, looking at tho present 
Earopean situation, such war can only bo 
with Germany, Meantime, whatover be the 
explantion for the scoamlation, it is certain- 
ly one of the most romarkable facts of the 
time,

‘or the benefit of the Indian tribes, at the 
same time granting to Indians free tracts of 
land in the Northwest to which they would 
be removed. In this way it is claimed that 
the condition of the Indians would be great- 
ly improved, as the annual interest upon 
the proceeds of the sale of their present 
lands would be sufficient to maintain them, 
while the reserves in the Northwest would 
be as good if not better than those in Tyen- 
ee elsewhere. Such is the scheme 
which is at present, it is said, being discuss- 
ed, We interviewed Chief Sampson Green 
in reference to it, but he states there is no- 
thing in it, that the Indians would never 
consent to such a sale or removal.

To the Editor of the Tribune, 


Since policy has become one of the main 
factors in the administration of a govern- 
ment, it is thought by many to possess ele- 
ments capable of being reduced to a science 
to give it strength and character, Under 
every form of political governuient two par- 

ies naturally come into existence—the one 
to direct and rule, and the other to find 
fault and oppose. There seems. a sex in 
politics equally with the different depart- 
nients in nature, that their existence may 
be Reonsmaated: In the history of political 
geology we find these two parties largely 
tossilated with an occasional abnormal off- 
shoot, but the originals always distinctly 
out-lined. , Under the extended freedom of 
English politics a new or hybrid influence

cases. — It seems analogous to some tertiary 
formations, where the transition has been 
from fish to bird, and to represent in that 
peculiar character something resembling 
the pterodactyl or flying lizard of the

COUNTY COUNCIL, 

The County Council met at Belleville on 
Tuesday, 8th inst. The Warden in his 
opening address congratulated members on 
the reduction of the county debt of late 
years from $80,000 to between $50,000 and 
$60,000. A large batch of communications 
ad petitions were then read and referred to 
different committees. Mr. Ashley present- 
ed the report of the committee on the ad- 
ministration of justice. The City of Belle- 
ville during the next five years will pay 
$3,000 anoually as its. share. On motion 
the thanks of the council were tendered to 
the committee for the satisfactory manner 
in which they had conducted proceedings, 
and effected a settlement. The committee 
on supplies for county officials and on coun 
ty buildings submitted their report recom- 
mending some repairs, &c, Mr. Ashley, se- 
conded by Mr. Hanley, moved his resolu- 
tion recommending the reduction of the 
‘Treasurer’s salary from $1,500 to a smaller 


sum, The inotion was subsequently refer- 
red to the committee on by-laws. The 
committee appointed to investigate the 


charges preferred against Treasurer Wells 
submitted their report through Mr. W. R. 
Aylsworth, The report was unanimous in 
sustaining Mr. Ashley's charges against 
Mr, Wills for not advertising sales in both 
paperss in not paying the Reeve of Hunger- 
ord the $610, w 
did the $750 the year before; and that he 
also did wrong in buying land sold by him- 
self for taxes, The other charges by Mr. 
Ashley Were not sustained. In reference to 
Mr. Hanley’s charges, the committee held 
that Mr, Wills had conducted the sale of 
Tyendinaga lands proordiays to low and had 
no intention to mislead Mr. Hanley, and 
secondly that he did issue and cause to be 
distributed certain circulars to influence the 
last municipal elections in Tyendinaga. 
The report was adopted, On Thursday 
morning several applications were received 
from county officials asking for increased 
salaries, The Gravel Road Committee re- 
orted that $5,226 had been expended up to 
yaaa Ist on account of gravelled roads chief- 
ly for banking gravel; that the estimated ex- 
penditure for the balance of the year was $6, 
873.06 making the total, $12,500; that the 
superintendent deserves much credit for the 
character of work done; Lhe report was a- 
depted. Mr, Ashley reported that the de- 
putations to'Toronto had been successful in 
obtaining an appropriation of $5,000 for the 
‘Thurlow draing ‘The warden presented a 
statement of receipts and expenditures of 
the County from the Ist of January to the 
9th of June 1886. The receipts were $35, 
066.64, expenditure $35,058, The sinkin 
fund amounted to $28,283. The arrears o: 
taxes in union municipalities amounted to 
nearly $4,000, ‘he council was moved into 
a committee of the whole on equalization. 
Mr. W. It, Aylaworth moved that the equal- 
ization remain the same as that of 1885. A 
discussion followed, Mr, Hanley asking for 
a reduction of $100,000 for Tyendinaga. 
Mr. Aylaworth’s motion was carried, The 
equalization of PyenTiaas is $1,900,000 and 
Deseronto $150,000 out of a total of $11,610, 
000. 


Mr. Hanley moved that copies of the re 
vised statutes of Ontario be secured for 
members of the council, and his motion was 
carried, Qn motion of Mr. W. R, Ayls- 
worth an appropriation of $500 was made to 
the Quinte district fair, and on motion of 
the same gentleman two acres of Hon, Billa 
Flint’s gravel pit at Bridgewater was pur- 
chased 300. W. RK, Perry received $100 
for injuries sustained by the giving away of 
the Krankford bridge and John Mavetead 
was voted $90, H, O'Rourke $10 and two 
Brants $5 cach for the Marysville road dis 
aster. The motion to increase the salary 
of the gaoler and gaol surgeon was lost, as 


was also the motion to reduce the allowance |

Ou Friday the Committee on estimates 
reported the estimated expenditure for 1886 
to be $50,690, about $7,000 less than last 
year, rate on the dollar 4 mills. A by-law 
to appoint a game inspector for the northern 
township very properly received the six 
months hoist. ‘The Bridge and Public 
Buildings Committee report having spent 


$3,007 to date and the proposed expenditure 
$9,000, of which $2,000 is for a bridge at 


Shannonville. The fee for peddlers on foot 
was made $20; with one horse $40, two horses 
$50. It was decided to secure a resident 
short-hand reporter for County Court. The 
usual grant of $600 was made tothe northern 
municipalities as a poor fund.

It was decided 
to petition the Government to group coun- 
ties for the purpose of locating therein preli- 
minary hospitals for lunatics. It was resol- 
ved that County printing be let b: 
The usual grant was given W.C. A. fora 
hospital. The council adjourned until the 
last Tuesday in November.

THE ENGLISH PRISON. 


A. System that Has Been Greatly Improved 
During The Present Century. 


It is an old aaying, though probably not 
older than the era of Howard, and not an ac- 
ourately, true one, that the worst use you 
can put a man tolstohang him, It is be- 
coming more and more evident that the 
worst way to orush orime is to orush the 
criminal, Yetexaotly ahundred years ago 
242 persons were sentenced to death; and 
103 were actually executed in a single year, 
out of a population of §,500,000, and two 
centuries before that 800 persons were hang- 
ed,in a single year out of a population of leas 
than 5,000,000, Since the abolition of cap- 
ital punishment except for the orlme of 
murder, which was one of the offects of 
the reform bill of 1832, the number of exe- 
cutions has averaged twelve a year, and has 
once fallen as low as four, Yet we do not 
hear that crimes agninat person or property 
have Increased, But in old daya capital 
punishment was Infilcted only by execution 
in due course of law, In those days the 
pbrase “‘rotting in jail” was no empty form 
of words, but merely a terrible expression of 
a terrible truth, Every town whioh had 
brought upits right lordship had its own 
jail, and every jail was a hotbed of disease 
and crime, The state of things tolerated 
by the great lords is illuetrated by the duke 
of Portland’s prison, reported on by How- 
ard, It was farmed out to the jailer for 18 
guineas a year; It consisted of one room, 
with a cellar under it, which at the time of 
Howard's visit had not been cleaned for 
months, nor had the door been open for 
weeks, The bishopof Ely kept a prison in 
which the prisoners were chained down on 
thelr backs to the floors, across whioh were 
several fron bars, with an iron collar with 
spikes about their necks, and a heavy, iron 
bar on their legs, The prisoners were more 
than half starved, half clothed, unshod, un- 
washed, and Shey lived perforce In a poison- 
ous air and drank polsonous water, 

The system of transportation, with all its 
horrors, was tome sort of an attempt to les- 
sen the pressure of the two systems, if sys- 
tema they could be called, of indigoriminate 
capltal punishment, . Transportation was an 
alternative to ospital - peer aepe introduo- 
ed'in Obarles 11.’ e, and extended to 
non-capital crimes in 1818 by way of/rellev- 
ing prisons at home and giving cheap labor 
to the colonles, ‘It was,” sys Sir Ed- 
mund, ‘‘a kind of slave trade, and offenders 
were put up to auction and sold for the 

riod of their sentences by the person who 
End contracted to transport them, . The con- 
tractor released them on Vag here of a sum 
of money, and it was sald that some con- 
tractors who shipped thelr convicts at Bris- 
tol landed some of them on Lundy island, a 
few miles down the channel,” Tho tran- 

rt reproduced all the horrors of 
the “middle passage’ of. the alave trade, 
Literalrotting of the)feet was common, and

Ity of prisoners was at different times 30 and 
25 {per cent. per annum, ‘ Hulk fever” 
took 'the plade of “jail fever,” ) Lhe mor- 
tality In the modern penitentiary systems 
of prisons Is 13 per 1,000,

THE GREAT SEAL OF ENGLAND. 


What its Fortunate Custodian Receives in 
Rank and Money, 

The mere holding of the great seal of 
England entitles the fortunate custodian to 
some $60,000 a year, to immense patronage 
in Church and State, to be S er in the 
House of Lords, a privy counsellor, and the 
head of all judicial authority in the kingdom 
of Great Britain, and, keeper of the royal 
congolence, and to rank (next.to the, royal 
family) the second subject in the realm, It 
is very diffidnlt, if not Impossible, to say 
when England first had’a great seal, Seals 
‘were not much used by our Anglo:Sixon an 
cestors, but came largely into fashion dur- 
ing the Norman reigns. Ths gilt crosses or 
marks of Edward the Confessor and other 
Saxon ng can scarcely be oalled seals, 
and pa. more of the character of signa- 
tures of an illiterate age; but a grand and 

‘edt seal of, William the Conqueror existe, 
javing the monarch crowned. and throned 
on the one aide and mounted on horseback 
on the other—attitudes whioh have been In- 
varlably observed to the present day, One 
remarkable olroamstance connected with the 
great seal fs ite preaceeye wth In alze 
as time advanced, Originally, elght hun- 
dred years since, not larger than the top of 
an ordinary modern teacup It has been grad- 
ually enlarged from age to age, till It offers 
now the size and appearance of a muffin, and 
requires to be enclosed in » tin box for pro- 
teotion, Indeed, so cumbersome and un- 
wieldy had the great seal become that some 
three years since an act of Pallament fpas- 
sed—containing very extraordinary proyi- 
slons—dfreoting that all the minor and many 
even of the more Important documents In 
passing under it should, for the future, be 
authentioated by wait wafer of moderate 
size, which should mmed on the in- 
serimssy, and bedeemed and taken to be 
the great seal itself, 

The great seal has only three times been 
lost--twloe temporarily and, onop parman: 
ently. JamesII., on leaving the kingdom 
on hia abdiction, threw the edal Into the 
Thames, whence however, it was next morn- 
Ing fished up and bronght to Whitehall. 
Lord Eldon buried it fn his garden in Queen 
Square, during one night when his house 
caught fire, and hé thought In ‘the confusion 
It might be stolen, ‘ And,” writes tho 
chancellor in hig dlary, ‘‘ whon the fire was 
extinguished I quite forgot in the morning 
where I burled it, and while the oarrlage 
waited to take me to court, my lady and I 
and all the household were legiog with 
pleces of stick till wo luckily found it,” 
Lord Thurlow, who always held it during 
the night in his bedroom, had it actually 
carrled off by burglars, from whom It was 
never recovered, A privy council was called 
the next day, a now seal was rapidly made, 
and during the remainder of his continuance 
in office Lord Thurlow Invariably doposited 
It of a night under his pillow, 

Down to1817 the groat soal Itself was 
made of copper; since then allver has been 
the metal employed, It Is In two halvos, 
somewhat like two verythlok, bright tin 
saucepan lids fitting close togethor, thelr 
Inner surfaces doo aly tcalptured with the 
royal devices intended to be formed on the 
wax when squeezed between them, Instru- 
ments having a limited duration aro soaled

THE QUEEN'S REIGN. 

Her Majesty the Queen, who was born at 
Kensington Palace May 24, 1819, entered on 
the 50th year of her reign on Sunday. Only 
seven of the Sovereigns in England, datin, 
from the Norman conquest, have exceedei 
the present age of her Majesty—namely, 
Edward I., who lived 68 years; Queen 
Elizabeth, who died in her 70th year; James 
Il, who nearly completed his 68th year; 
George Il., who nearly reached his 77th 
sorge III., who died at the age of 
ge 1V., who died at the age of 68 ; 
illiam IV., who was nearly 72 when 
he died. Queen Victorian is the 35th occu- 
pantof the throne since the time of William 
the Conque the oldest of the line having 
been Georg .and the youngest Edward 
VI., who only lived to be 16. There are 
only three instances of longer reigns among 
previous Sovereigns—namely Henry IIL, 
who reigned 56 years; Edward ILI., whose 
reign extended to 50 years ; aud George IIL, 
gn reached almost to 60 years, 

of the reigning PEA, of 
Europe are older than her Majesty—name 
ly, the German Emperor, who is in his 90th 
year; the King of the Netherlands, who is 
in his 70th year; and the King of Denmark, 
who is in his 69th year. The Queen has 
living at the present time seven children, 
30 grand children, and. 6 great grandchild- 
ren. Her Majesty has been a widow over 
24 years, the Prince Conscrt having died on 
December 16, 1861, She is the only 
child of the late Prince Edward, Duke of 
Kent and Strathearn (fourth son of King 
( ue LII.), by his marriage with the Prin 
cess Victoria Mary Louisa, daughter of 
Francis Frederick, reigning Duke of Saxe 
Coburg Saalfield, sister of late Leopold I., 
King of the Belgains, and widow of Emrich 
Charles, prince of Leiningen

It ls the business ofthe saliva to digest 
starch, and by its alkalinity, to stimulate 
the secretion of the gastric julce in the 
stomach, It is well known that the saliva 
Is-un&ble to act upon starch in the presence 
ofan acid, Experiments have shown that 
even so.#m3ll a quantity of vinegar as one 
part In 5,000 appreciably diminishes the ac- 
tion of saliva upon starch. Qae part in 
1,000 renders very slow, and twice the lat- 
ter quantity arrests it altogether, From 
this itis evident that vinegar, plokles, sal- 
ads, and other preparations in which vine- 
gar is used are unwholesome, ospecially 
when taken with farlnaceous food, such ag 
bread and other grain preparations, There 
Is a popular notion that by the use of vine- 
gar a tendency to increases in flesh may be 
antagonized, The physiological fact that 
fat Is largely formed from the starchy ele- 
ments of grains and vegetables, rather sup- 
ports the popular notion ; but this method 
of reducing weight should not be encouraged, 
ae the loss of flesh is secured at the expense 
of digestion,

The Care of the Hair.

Rain-Charms 


There are many bits of verse still repeat. 
ed In England and Sootland to make the 
rain cease, This usage in mostly confined 
to childern, and probably it is not now 
practised with any serlous thought of effoot- 
lng the purpose, Like the oustom of wear 
ing beade, which has lived on froma timo 
when beads were regarded as amulots, hav 
Ing the power to keep off diseares or other 
bodily evil, this practice of repeating ratn- 
charms has come to us from very carly 
times, 

We know that InGreece, some two thou 
sand years ago, the children at play used to 
call oat to the sun to come back again when- 
ovor it was hidden by a passing cloud, 

In England, whore rains are more fre. 
quent than in Greece, and where they inter- 
tere serlously with out of door pastime, the 
children bawl out In chorus, during ao 
shower, this rude couplet : 

“'Raip, rain, go to Spain; * 
Falr weather, come again.” 

This hearty wish for a good and final 
riddance of the disagreeable rain is always 
accompanied with the imprecation ef the 
evil upon some unpleasant nefghber. Spain 
of course was chorea as the unfortunate 
country, bcoause of the jingle of the rhyme 
with rain, Here are some lines repeated 
during a hall-storm, They are clearly of 
Soottish origin : 

“Rain, rain, rattle-stancs, 
Dinna rain on mo; 

But rain on Johvole Groat’s house, 
Far ower tho soa.” 

There is one of these rain charms more 
amtoable than the othere, einoe it wishes no 
ill to any one else, reported from Northam. 
berland, From the onildish good-naturo of 
its plea, it ought certainly to prevail: 

“Rain, ralo, go away, 

Come again another day; “9 
When I brew snd when I bake, 
T'll gle you a little cake.” 

Sometimes In the summer, rain falle fast 
through the sunshine, At such tims, when 
the boys have thelr sport broken off by this 
peculiar and beantifal exhibition, they oall 
out,— 


“Sunny, sunny shoer, 
Comoe on for half an bour ; 
Gar a’ the hens cower, 

Gar a’ the sheep clap ; 

Gar ilk 'e in Lammormuilr 
Look in her kall-pat.”” 


The Scottish origin of this Is evident from 
its dialect, The reason for looklog in the 
‘‘kilpat” (cabbage-kettle) must be easily

Meteors and Volcanic Out- 
bursts. 


We have actually no possible way of «x- 
plaloing the terrestrial origin of any meteors 
but in volcanic outburats, Moreover, we 
are obliged to set the time when such ont- 
bursts took place very far back in the past, 
seeing that at present the volcanic forces 
of the earth, evenas manifested at Kraka- 
toa recently, possess nothing like the power 
necessary for the ejectlon of matter beyond 
the range of the earth's back-drawing 
power. Locking, however, at the immense 
extrusive power of the voloanoes of tho ter- 
tiary era, when basaltlo lava covering hun- 
dreds of thousands of rquare miles to a 
depth of 1,0€0 to 14.000 seet were poured 
forth, we can conceive the still mightier 
energies of voloanoes In the secondary era, 
their still more tremendous power in the 
primary era, and so, paselog backward to 
millions of years beyond the first beginnings 
of lite on the earth, we oan even picture to 
ourselves voloanoes ejecting matter with 
velocities of 10 to 12 miles per second, 
With such velocities fligkts of ejected par- 
ticles would pass beyond the earth's attrao- 
tion, andif she were the only body {n the 
universe, such ejected matter would travel 
away from her never to retura, Bat, al- 
though such expelled bodies would never 
return to the earth, they would not escapo 
from the solar system, To drive them for- 
ever away from herthe earth would have 
to impart a much larger velcolty—an aver- 
age of abont 26 miles per second. The 
sreater number of the expelled bodies 
would travel thenceforth In an orbit round 
the sun, crossing the earth’s track at or 
near the pleco where they were firet sent 
forth from thelr parent planet, Ono may 
almost say that thie origin of many meteor- 
ites and meteor syatems is forced upon us by 
the evidence. Stillit would b» negatived 
if we found that volcanoes do not ejoot 
matter at all resembling meteorites In etruo- 
ture, Tne reverse, however, is the case. 
Ranging the products of voloanlo ejection 
in order accordirg to the amount of Iron 
they contain, and ranging meteorites In like 
manner, we find the two serles oolnciding 
ovor the greater portion of the longer—the 
voloanio sorles, ‘e might not indeed have 
known how olosely the most ferruginous 
voloanio products resemble the Iron me- 
teorites In structure but for the accident 
that Nordenskjold discovered a mass which 
he mistook for an iron meteorlte, but which 
1s found now to be really a voloanio ejection, 
akin in structure to the field of basaltic 
lava, (at Ovifak on the shores of Green- 
land,) In the midst of which it bad fallen 
while the lava was atlll plastio to retain this 
mivsile os Mt foll after its filght through 
many miles of air,
